The Reddest Tomatoes 

The reddest tomatoes are not the 
ones that groxv where the sun is hot- 
tx‘st. On the contrary, scientists of the 
United States l>epartn)ent of Agricul¬ 
ture, and .several state experiment sta¬ 
tions, who made a careful compara¬ 
tive study of tomato varieties in c<iii- 
nectiua xvitli the identification of tlie 
principal comtnerciul varieties, found 
that the bleul red color of a variety 
does not ulxvays develop to the same 
extent In different regions. Under nb- 
nurmally hlglj temi>eratures or when 
the fruits are exjiosed to the direct 
ray.s of ihe sun without shade from 
leaves the ehnructerlstic rich red may 
not develop. Varieties that are of a 
rich brilliant scarlet In the central and 
northern regions of the country tend 
toward a grenadine color under the 
higher temperuturoK of the South and i

Shipping <TatcH should be cleaned and 
disiiifiK-ted. Healthy, vigorous Hocks 
kept in sanitary surroumlings are ns 
apt to have ehickeuimx as an unthrifty 
Hts k. is, but once the disease is cou- 
irueted healthy birds resist the di¬ 
sease lietter and resiHind more quickly 
to treatment. 

Birds that are In good condition, 
free from eocctdiusls and worms ami 
less than 14 wei'ks old are most likely 
to be Immediately benefited by vac¬ 
cination. Persons handling the vaccine 
should not handle the poultry, as the 
infection may be generalised by c‘on- 
tact. I'uUetH should be on range for 
•iO days liefore vuc<iuuting and should 
not be housed for at least ao days 
afterwards. The entire flock slwuld be 
treated at the same lime. A veteri¬ 
narian will be able to supply the 
vaccine.
